BISMARCK'S SPEECH AND POSSIBLE 
WAR. 
Prince Bismarck’s speech in the Reichs­ 
tag may be either an expression of the de­ 
sire of Germany to provoke a conflict witli 
France, a threat to her to cease military 
activity, or a mere political movement to 
strengthen the governmental party in the 
Empire. It is more than likely that the 
latter was the chief purpose. The nations 
of earth are not so ]>rone to battle as we 
in a republic are apt to believe. Oftener 
than otherwise, financial sjieculations are 
the motors beneath the rumors of war. 
Over and again the story has come that 
war was imminent in Europe, and that 
Germany and France must lie precipitated 
angrily into each other’s arms. 
But, de­ 
spite all these “ flurry?,” sixteen years 
have elapsed without any such outcome. 
W hat has France to fight for? Why 
should she provoke contention with Ger­ 
many ? Certainly not with any hope of 
firmer founding republican institutions; 
certainly not with any expectation of re­ 
gaining lost provinces. What grievance 
lias she against Germany that fortifies her 
with possible lnqie of success in war? On 
the other hand, Germany has nothing to 
fear from France, and, unless she contem­ 
plates conquest, nothing to gain by aggres­ 
sion. 
Nevertheless, when all this is said, it 
must be added that such are the unstable 
foundations of European peace that there 
some liability of war. 
Such official 
delivery as tiiat of Bismarck’s would he 
taken by any nation ready and able to re­ 
sent insult as the invitation for a blow. 
But there is a party of caution in France— 
a party of the people, that knows the con­ 
test would he luqieless, and realizes that it 
would result in assault from within as well 
a.- without. 
Imperialists, Monarchists, 
and Socialists in the republic would aid its 
disruption and prove the convenient allies 
of the Germans. These know that in over­ 
throw of the republic alone resides any 
hope for their ascendancy. This party of 
safety is represented by the President and 
Cabinet and a majority of the Deputies, 
and all its wisdom will bo exerted to pre­ 
vent conflict with Germany, in any form 
of which France must suffer. 
If we are to look upon the declarations 
of the Chancellor of the German empire as 
indicative of a desire for war, then it is 
almost as good as declared already. Con­ 
sidering it in such a light it was a showing 
of teeth ; viewed :ls a political master­ 
stroke for local purposes, it excites pro- 
foundest admiration. 
We may not say 
that Bismarck was unduly excited hv the 
nine glasses of crdd brandy and water he 
drank ; on the contrary, the stimulant 
probably only brought his physical vigor 
by the whip and spur of brandy up to a 
level with the condition of his mentality. 
Yet it was a dramatic incident, testifying 
to the intensity of the scene, even if only 
acted. But it is possible, as our selfish 
gain and concern for the disposal of our 
bread and meat stuffs would incline us to 
believe, that the brandy and water that 
went down Bismarck’s throat, and the 
words that came bounding back, consti­ 
tute threats that mean the shaking of the 
continent of Eurojie to its center with the 
thunders of war. On the face of the words 
Germany, by the mouth of this statesman, 
and by the excitement visible in his phys­ 
ical frame while uttering the Inqxtrisl de­ 
cree, did tell the world that France is 
looked upon already as occupying a threat­ 
ening attitude : that Austria has 1 seen put 
under the German thumb, ami that with 
Russia a perfect understanding has lieen 
hail; that, therefore, there is a clear field 
for untrammeled action by Germany to 
utterly cow France, and put an end to her 
present ambition to regain Alsace-Lor­ 
raine. “ We shall not consider France as 
wholly at peace with us,” he exclaims, 
** until she affirmatively renounces all 
claim to Alsace-Lorraine. I have firm confi­ 
dence in the peaceful disposition of 
the French Government, and a por­ 
tion 
of the 
French people; 
still 
the 
past 
teaches 
us 
that 
we 
cannot count upon peace with France as 
permanent.” A less unmistakable expres­ 
sion it would scarcely he possible for the 
Chancellor to formulate, and not give im­ 
mediate provocation to the republic to re­ 
turn a blow. 
The man of iron will spare 
no words in telling the Reichstag that it 
must vote the funds for military reinforce- 
\ ruent, or su-Ter dissolution. “ We will en­ 
ter into no further negotiations with you, 
he cried; “ we will address ourselves to 
others who will give us the answer 
de­ 
sired, that is, the affirmation o'- the policy 
of the Imperial Cabinet to arm Germany 
at every point, in order that peace may sit 
upon the guns of war; or, if we prefer that 
theory, that the Republic of France may 


lie forced to action that must result in the 
death blow to the experiment cf free gov­ 
ernment in that state. For if a fire results 
from all this smoke, and the two nations 
are once more put at swords’ points, only 
the most courageous hope can look for the 
Republic to emerge from the conflict. 
HOW ARE THE INTERMEDIATE POINTS 
TO BE BENEFITED 1 
The New York Evening Post, which will 
not be credited with any bias in favor of 
railway managements, refers to the debate 
on the “ long and short haul ” question in 
England. It takes up the advocacy of a 
measure by the London Econmnist, much 
like the fourth section of our interstate 
rommerce bill, prohibiting a greater charge 
for a short than for a long haul in the 
same direction. It Ls held in opposition, 
in England, that the English railways 
must take goods destined for the Continent 
at any rate they can get aboye cost of haul­ 
ing, or lose the traffic altogether, allowing 
it to pass into the hands of foreign com- 
jtetitors, t. the detriment of English man 
ufactures. But this is met by the Econo­ 
mist with the charge that sucli a practice 
is requiring British consumers to pay an 
indirect tax to enable the producers to 
compete with the German, French and 
Belgian manufacturers. Now, says the 
Post, “ while the operation has this appear­ 
ance, would the consumer be helped by 
stopping the export trade, or that portion 
of it which depends upon the minimum 
freight charge and could not be carried on 
at all without it ?” 
Precisely the same question may well be 
asked of the advocates of the interstate 
commerce hill now before the Senate; how 
are the places occupying relations inter­ 
mediate to the terminal points between 
which the long hauls are made at the min­ 
imum charge, to be benefited by the aboli­ 
tion of that rate or of the through traffic ? 
As the Post says: 
. 
“ If the law steps in and says you shall 
not carry goods from Manchester to Dover 
for less than you charge from Manchester 
to any intermediate point, the railway will 
have to sacrifice one or the other sort of 
traffic. It will not sacrifice that portion 
from which it gets nine-tentlis of its reve­ 
nue. It will let go the one-tenth. The 
nine-tenths will be no better, but may be 
worse off than before, as being called on to 
make good the los3 of the one-tenth.” 
So if the interstate commerce hill be­ 
comes a law, and forces the carriers to 
choose between the two kinds of traffic, 
that paying the local or higher rate, and 
that paying the competitive or lower rate, 
they will abandon the latter and the traffic 
on the local basis must maintain the car­ 
riers’ business. How, then, are the people 
of the intermediate points injured by the 
through rate, and how can they be bene­ 
fited by its abandonment? Will they not 
rather lie injured, since such abandonment 
means deprivation of the roads of some of 
the sources of support, the loas of which 
must be compensated for by rates of another 
order? 
These questions really answer 
themselves. 


T h e soberest questions that concern the 
employed and employing classes touch the 
relations that exist between them. If they 
are to be friendly and mutual as by na­ 
tural laws dictated, or discordant and an­ 
tagonizing as by selfishness and narrow­ 
mindedness is too often made the case, 
then the wagc-winners of the day must 
concede to the wage payers precisely the 
rights they claim for themselves. That 
is, the right to conduct their business in 
their own way, within the law, free from 
interference or intimidation of any kind. 
This 
inalienable 
right the street-car 
strikers of San Francisco infringe, and 
hence the state of unrest and terrorism 
that prevails there. 
The workers will 
never be able to command the sympathy 
of the world so long as they tyrannize as 
they do over others. Their attempted dic­ 
tation to the street-car companies in San 
Francisco is no less culpable than the 
acts of the men who attempted to destroy 
certain business in New York by a system 
of terrorizing boycotting, and for which 
the 
ring-leaders 
were promptly sent 
to the penitentiary. The hitter did not 
appeal to dynamite and bloody assaults, 
yet they were condemned as criminally 
violating the law. 
The black-listing l>y 
employers in the East, which the Courts 
have pronounced to be unlawful and worthy 
of the condemnation of the law, is by no 
means so heinous as the acts of the San 
Francisco strikers, who by threat and 
offensive solicitation deprive the owners of 
the street railways in the metropolis of 
their share of public patronage. If it is 
brought to the test of trial the Courts of 
California must follow the example of the 
Courts of the East, and punish as well for 
blackmailing as for the boycotting and 
intimidation witnessed hourly in San 
Francisco upon two of the chief highways 
of that city. The one thing lacking to 
bring about the application of the law is 
the apparent want of courage on the part 
of the people to invoke it. 


W h e n the San Francisco Court in the 
Gardner murder trial charged the jury, it 
did so sensibly. 
If, only, jurors would la" 
governed by such direction of the Courts, 
we should have fewer miscarriages of jus­ 
tice, and hear less of the pica of drunk­ 
enness as an excuse for crime. Said the 
Court: 
The law provides that no act committal by n 
person while in n state of voluntan’ intoxica­ 
tion is less criminal by reason of his having 
been in such condition. The evidence upon 
this subject Is made admissible, however, upon 
the question ot the intent with which the act 
is committed. Insanity produced by intoxicn- 
tion does not destroy re.-qsmslbiKty if the partv, 
when sane and responsible, made himself vol­ 
unte ily intoxicated : and drunteunes.- forms 
no defense whatever to the tact of guilt, for 
when a crime is committed by a party in a state 
of intoxication the law wilt not allow him to 
avail himself of his own gross rice and miscon­ 
duct to shelter himself from the legal conse­ 
quences of such crime. Even for the purpose 
of do crtnimug the degree of crime, evidence of 
drunkenness must i>e received with great cau­ 
tion. 
Even this charge, justified by the law, 
is too mild. The law should be such that 
the matt who dethrones his reason by use 
o( strong drink should be held as account­ 
able for the results of his acts while in the 
intoxicated state, as if he were sober and 
of perfectly clear mind. Such a rule 
would result in an immediate decadence of 
many crimes which now boldly stalk 
aliout, safe within the armor of alcohol.

That the committee have full power to send for 
persons and papers, and to employ such experts 
as may be necessary, and to report to this House 
any Act or Acts that may be necessary to en­ 
force the payment of said sums into the State 
Treasury. 
The resolution was adopted, and the Speaker 
appointed 
such committee Messrs. Le Blanc, 
Butler, Martin, Cooley and Spurgeon. 
\V. A. Brown introduced a resolution that the 
Chairman of each committee of the House be 
empowered to appoiut a clerk for his committee, 
the Committees on Judiciary, Irrigation and 
Ways and Means each to have two clerks, one 
to be named by the Chairmau, the other to be 
selected by the members of the committee. 
Matthews of San Benito said he could sec no 
u.»o for those clerks at this time, and he did not 
believe one-third of the committees would need 
the services of a clerk at any time during the 
session. 
He regarded such appointments as 
nothing less than a wasting of public moneys. 
He warned the members against placing them­ 
selves ui»on record by voting for such a flagrant 
throwing away of the moneys of the State. 
Brierly said the importunities of the hangers- 
on had become unbearable, and the members 
were forced to provide for the place-hunters or 
be " bored to death.” 
llouth made a strong appeal to the members 
of the Assembly to vote down the resolution. 
Members of the Legislature were sent hereto 
legislate in the interest of the people, aud not to 
rob the treasury. 
Granger was of the opinion that six or eight 
clerks were all that was necessary to do all the 
work of the different committees. It was the 
suhlimitv of check to.ask clerics for committees 
when it was a well-know n fact that the commit­ 
tee-» would not have any bill referred to them 
during the session. He referred to the fact that 
already there were as many, or more, attaches 
than there were members, and this piling up of 
mu additional daily expense upon the State of 
8240 per day would be hard to explain to the 
honest taxpayer. It was not the compliance to 
the iinportunities of an impecunious man or 
woman, but the duty the legislator owes to the 
people of the State, whom he is supposed to 
represent, that should be first considered. It 
was not business-like, it was not honest, neither 
was it just, and the individual who would go 
upon record as an aider or abet* or of such a 
measure will deserve—as he will certainly re­ 
ceive—the just condemnation of the people of 
this commonwealth. 
Wright was also unalterably opposed to this 
unwarranted assault upon the «tato treasury. 
There was no occasion for the appointment of 
clerks at this time, and there perhaps would not 
be for one-fourth the number mentioned in the 
resolution at any time during the session. He 
felt sorry for the legislator who could not stand 
importunities of those w ho wished to fill posi­ 
tions where there were no duties to perform, 
but to which a handsome per diem was attached. 
He regarded the whole business as premature, 
entirely uncalled for at thus time, and at no 
time necessary.

Matthews of San Benito, Heath and Lawrence 
commenced to filibuster aud kick up a rumpus 
because these persons were chosen by the Re­ 
publican majority.

Brooks of Ventura, a strong representative 
Democrat,could not submit to the foolish course 
taken by the three members above noted, and in 
a short speech sat down mxm them so severely 
that there was nothing left of them.

LORI) IDDESLEIGH. 
Hi- I? Siiitilvaty Stricken witli Death 
W hile Visiting Lord Salisbury. 
|By telegraph to the Kecobd-Union.I 
London, January 12th.— Lord Iddesleigh 
is dead. Thus far but meager particulars 
are known regarding his death. It has 
been ascertained, however, that he was 
taken suddenly ill this afternoon while as­ 
cending the stairs of Salisbury's residence 
in Downing street. He was taken iuto the 
Prime Minis'er’sroom and almost instantly 
expired. 
Dr. Mortimer Granville, Lord Iddesleigh’s 
physician, ha? issued a bulletin in relation 
to his Lordship's death. In it he says Lord 
Iddesleigh for many years past has suffered 
with cardiac affections, which, while not 
placing his life in immediate peril, ren­ 
dered the prospect of its sudden termina­ 
tion only too possible. He died of syncope. 
The melancholy event, although startling 
to those around him, has not been unfore­ 
seen by bis immediate friends, and has 
been anticipated by ids medical attendants. 
Sir Jame? Ferguson, Under Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs, in an interview’, said: 
” Lord Iddesleigh, a moment before leaving 
the Foreign Office,spoke to me very calmly 
about the office. He expressed the hope 
that our separation would not be perma­ 
nent. H enry M. Stanley, the explorer, was 
waiting to see him about the Emin Ifey ex­ 
pedition, and Iddesleigh asked me to see 
Stanley and make another appointment for 
laier in the evening, i.nr<i Iddesleigh was 
looking well, in fact bet ter than usual, lie 
conversed with me pleasantly, and when 
we parted he was in good spirits.” 
The body of Lord Iddesleigh lies in Salis­ 
bury's room. The Prime Minister arrived 
shortly after Iddesleigh was taken ill and 
while the doctors were trying to rally him. 
He is greatK affected by the death of his 
former Minister. 
Maulers, Salisbury's Private Secretary, 
says: “ The moment Lord Iddesleigh came 
inside the ante-room be sank down upon a 
chair. I was in the next room. Hearing 
groans. I went into the ante-room and 
lifted him to a sofa. The doctors were in 
immediate attendance and remedies were 
applied, but Lord Iddesleigh never spoke. 
He died twenty minutes after he was taken 
ill. His son, Henry Stafford Northcote, 
was sent for, lrat dirt not reach his father 
until ten minutes after all was over. He 
left later for Pries in Kxeter, the family 
seat, to tell his mother of her husband's 
death.”A SKETCH OK HIS PUBLIC CABEER. 
The Iligbt Honorable Sir Stafford North­ 
cote, Bart , G.C.B., M.P.. F.R.S., was bom 
in London. October 27, 1818. He was edu­ 
cated at Balliol College, Oxford, and was 
Private Secretary to Mr. Gladstone when 
the latter was President of Board of Trade 
in 1842 and 1845. and became Legal Secre­ 
tary of the Board in 1847. He succeeded 
to the family estate in 1851. He held many 
places of great importance and responsi­ 
bility from 1851 up to the present. When 
Lord Salisbury assumed the Premiership 
the first time. Sir Stafford was elevated to 
the peerage under the title of Earl Iddes­ 
leigh of Iddesleigh, with a place in the 
Cabinet. In the present Salisbury Cabinet 
he held the position of Foreign Secretary 
up to the very recent reconstruction of it 
through the resignation of Lord Randolph 
Churchill when he was forced to retire. 
Lord Salisbury himself taking the Foreign 
Secretary portfolio. He rejected the Privy 
Seal offered to him when the Tory Premier 
considered that the exigencies of the case- 
required his resignation from the Cabinet. 
From the time of Disraeli’s elevation to the- 
House of Lords up to the time ol his own 
promotion to a seat astong the British 
Peers, Sir Stafford Northcote was the Con­ 
servative leader of the House of Commons, 
being succeeded, bv Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beacb and later by Lord Randolph Church­ 
ill. lu the House of Commons he was 
nevar a great power, nor has he made 
much of a figure in the House ol Peers.

She 
favored Dorcy's w ith several social calls, 
and in a fit of confidence, induced probably 
by the heat of the room, told several of her 
new friends that she was going to be m ar­ 
ried, but was ‘ on a jam now. 
As soon as I 
get over it, she said, ' I am going to niarrv 
a young rnan lrom W oodland.’ She was 
show n the items in the newspapers about 
her 'm ysterious disappearance,' and laughed 
heartily over them . Tillie also visited Patsy 
H ogan’s symposium, on Eddv street, and 
dropped in at the Cliff House during 
her brief tour. 
From those who met her 
w hile on the jam ,’ it was learned that this 
poor innocent from W oodland is an excel­ 
lent jig dancer, is quite good looking and 
not bad company.

land Mail Tillie Sm ith’s reputation in that 
town was not at all equivocal. She is said 
to have there gone by the nam e of Tillie 
Shelton, and to have been an inm ate for six 
or seven m onths of an establishm ent kept 
by one Lou Belm ont.

S ecu red a Bargain. 
Yesterday Bell & Co. sold a t auction the 
G rand Hotel property, at Front and K 
streets, and W m. Land, of the W estern 
Hotel, became the purchaser for the low 
price of $9,400. 
Peter Yager, who bought 
it a few years ago, paid $12,000 for it, and 
then it was thought to have been bought 
cheap. 
The hotel was built about 1857, 
and was kept as the W hat Cheer House by 
Bailey Bros., subsequently by J. Peasley, 
then by A. J. Senatz and others. 
For 
m any years, when travel was m ainly by 
stage and steamer, the house did a great 
business, its locality was among the liveliest 
in the city, and many a thrilling incident 
occurred there, especially when there were 
vigorous opposition steam er lines running. 
In course ol tim e the nam e was changed to 
the “ Railroad House,” and later it was 
nam ed the “ Grand Hotel,” and fora while 
took on new life and was kept in first-class 
style. 
Latterly the lower floor has been 
used for business purposes, and th . upper 
stories as a lodging-house. 
Mr. Land has 
not decided what he will do with his pur­ 
chase. A t present it brings in $150 rent 
per m onth, which is big interest on the 
purchase money. 
A wholesale house has 
offered to rent the entire ground floor and 
basement, for a term of years, if Mr. Land 
wishes to fit it up for them , and lie may 
m ake up his m ind to raise the building 
four or five feet and give it a thorough 
overhauling and refitting. 


L ow ering th e Steps. 
The Southern Pacific Company is hav­ 
ing the steps of all its passenger ceaches 
altered as rapidly as possible, so as to make 
it easier for pnssengers, and especially la­ 
dies, to get upon the car platforms.

th e S ecretary of the S tate 
liourtl o f H e a lth . 
Dr. Uerrard G. Tyrrell, Secretary of the 
State Board of H ealth, in his report for 
December, just issued, makes the follow­ 
ing remarks : 
The m ortality returns from seventy cities 
and towns, containing an estimated i>opu- 
lation of 587.240, gives the total num ber of 
deaths as 888, a percentage of 1.5 per 1,000, 
which, when compared with other States, 
shows very favorably in regard to the salu­ 
brity of our climate. 
Reports received front ninety-five locali­ 
ties in various parts of the State indicate 
an increased prevalence of pulm onary dis­ 
eases—diphtheria, croup and scarlet fever. 
So far, none of them have become really 
epidemic, and by strict quarantine, might 
still be confined to the places in which 
they are now endemic, and there eradi­ 
cated. 
Pneum onia is noticed as prevailing quite 
extensively, and witli considerable fatality, 
in San Francisco, Oakland, Sacramento, 
Los Angeles, Marysville, Chico, Colton, 
Riverside, Sonora, Coliax,. San Jose, San 
Diego, Fall River. Downieville, W atson­ 
ville, and other towns. 
Bronchitis is also observed for its fre­ 
quency. in Arbuckle, Davisville, Nicolaus, 
Bodie, Fort Bidwell, Fresno, Sacramento, 
Vallejo, Oakland and San Francisco. The 
type is mild. 
Influenza is quite prevalent in Sierra 
City, Bakersfield, Crescent City, 
Jolon, 
Napa and other towns : m ild in character 
anil not attended with any fatal tendency. 
W hooping cough 
is still present in 
Saucelito, Merced, Am ador 
and Sacra­ 
mento. 
D iphtheria prevails 
quite extensively 
throughout the State. 
l)r. J. M. Vance, 
writing from America, Santa Clara county, 
states that the disease appeared there early 
in December, apparently in a m ild form, as 
no precautionary measures were adopted 
to lim it its spread, until a death occurred, 
when strict quarantine was instituted, the 
houses disinfected, and isolation enjoined ; 
the result was that the disease disappeared 
before the end of the m onth. 
In Maxwell, Dr. Robe writes, that there 
has been quite an epidemic of sore throat, 
with some cases of diphtheria and m em ­ 
braneous croup, with corresponding fatal­ 
ity. The disease also lingers about Truckee; 
it has appeared in .Sacramento, and in the 
form of diphtheritic croup was very fatal. 
Fall River* Hanford, Oakland, Sail Jose, 
Santa Rosa. Stockton, Los Angeles, Jolon, 
Mariposa, Vallejo, Lodi, Anderson, Eureka 
City and San Francisco report its presence. 
Every city or town having a local Board of 
Health (and every town should have one), 
ought to issue an ordinance compelling 
householders or tenants having diphtheria 
or scarlet fever in their houses or. tene­ 
ments, to signify its presence by exhibiting, 
in a prom inent pluce, a distinguishing flag, 
as is the custom when small-pox invades a 
dwelling. This would serve as a warning 
that danger lurked in that vicinity, and 
prevent the spread of the disease by visit­ 
ing friends or relatives; it would save many 
lives, and could be of injury to none. 
Scarlet fever is reported in Sacramento, 
Susanvilie, Maxwell, St. Helena. Colton. 
Lodi, Truckee, 
Anderson, Cottonwood, 
Dixon, Placerville, Millville. Santa Rosa, 
Nevada City, Auburn, Eureka City, Los 
Angeles, Oakland and San Francisco. 
In 
Auburn it was diffused by allowiug a child 
to attend school with the eruption already 
developed ; in other towns a probably like 
causation m ight be obtained, and, until the 
public is educated to appreciate the value 
of an efficient health officer, such histories 
of the spread of death-dealing disease will 
be constant. 
Typhoid fever is m uch less prevalent 
than m ight be expected at this season of 
the year 
It is, however, noticeable in Sa­ 
linas, Galt, Maxwell, Igo, Lodi, Gridley. 
Amador City, Weaverville. Lakeport, Los 
Angeles, San Diego, Sierra City, and San 
Francisco. The type is apparently not 
severe, as the mnrt'aiity is limited. 
Diarrhoea and dysentery, in a sporadic 
form, are noticed in many places. The 
type is m ild and easily under the control 
ot remedies

IValor pipes freeze and" burst and then we 
get a change. 
A raw southwest wind last 
night brought a driving snow-storm from 
that direction, which by this morning had 
turned around for a variety’ and came from 
.he northwest, and the wind moans dis­ 
mally around the chimneys, and signs and 
shutters swing to and fro, creaking coldly 
in the freezing blast, and during all this 
villainous weather, one of the most strik­ 
ingly attractive, and wonderful features in 
Chicago is the 
RECORD-UNION'S CALIFORNIA WEATHER BUL­ 
LETIN, 
Which occupies a conspicuous pos’tion in 
the Citrus fair. The dispatches received

These dispatches have had in themselves 
a powerfully convincing influence. 
In addition to this, the admirable semi- 
tropical illustrations in the great Citrus 
Fair edition of the .R ecobd-Ukion, which 
are here for the visitors, give special point 
to these records of your California sum­ 
mer in our ice-bound frozen mid-winter, 
and the exhaustive descriptions of fruits, 
varied productions, climate, soils, etc., with 
which the twelve pages of the Citrus Fair 
Record-Union edition are so effectively 
filled, 
attract 
constant attention anil 
anxious demand. 
the citrus fair 
Is progressing very favorably, and great 
goodwill come from it. The hail is not 
large, but well located. It is narrow, but 
very deep, and the fruits are displayed on 
either side in an artistic manner. Great 
credit 
is 
due 
the 
gentlemen 
who are here with the exhibit. 
J. J. 
Morrison had his fruit from Placer county 
arranged in tine stvle. I gave him on e of 
my two nun to assist him in sizing the 
oranges and arranging the display. Mr. 
Morrison's long residence in California and 
his familiarity with fruit-growing renders 
him eminently qualified to display the pro­ 
ducts of the Golden State. 
Too much 
praise cannot be extended for his efforts 
t om luorning till night explaining to pc - 
p e concerning the products, and why the 
citrus belt in California is not confined to 
the southern part of the State. 
R. B. Blowers is also making his indel- 
lible mark as an a No. 1 single-handed 
talker. He stays constantly with the Yolo 
exhibit, and with his fine collection of 
photographic views contributes much to 
the pleasure and profit of the visitors. 
Messrs. P. E. Platt and E. J. Gregory are 
here, there and everywhere, all the time 
actively promoting the weltnre and details 
of the great enterprise, and have shown 
themselves to be pre-eminently the right 
men for the important trust reposed in 
them, in connection with the present ex­ 
hibition being so successfully conducted. 
Mr. McCIatchy is a3 busy as a bee, and 
looks out for tlie welfare of the paper he 
represents. 
Washington Porter’s voice can be heard 
In the hall every day while he melodiously 
explains to the lsdy visitors the beauties of 
our glorious climate. 
All the gentlemen from California are 
walking, living, breathing evidences of the 
healtbfulness of the Golden .State, from 
Van Arman's rotund body of 220 pounds, 
to that of Mr. Platt’s, which tips the beam 
at modest 150 avoirdupois. 
I have distributed at least 1,000 compli­ 
mentary tickets for the fair, and each of 
the gentlemen named have done the same. 
Most of these tickets have been, or will be 
used, during the present week, if we do 
not gtt 
another “cold wave.” 
We get noiv about two a week, and each 
one lasts three days, so there is not much 
margin for good wiather. It is to be re­ 
gretted that ttie exhibit could not have 
»penod here three weeks earlier. Arriving 
as it did when the weather was terribly 
cold, the fruit had to be bandied with ex­ 
treme care, or it would have been utterly 
worthless. I hope that next season an 
earl.er display will be made simultane­ 
ously with that in Sacramento. 
This is an immense city, having nearly 
800,000 people, and thousands of them 
wish to leave this bleak iand for our land 
of suushine and fiowers. 


spr e a d in g t h e facts. 
I am Hooding thjj Northwest with the 
Citrus Fair papers, sending hundreds of 
them throughout Michigan, Ohio. Indiana 
and Illinois, and in such a manner as to 
have them fall into the hands of the farm­ 
ers. California has a large and populous 
country from which to drain people, and 
there is no need of anv effort to secure a for­ 
eign immigration. We can get our Ameri­ 
can population as much as desired. I shall 
probably send into Northern California this 
winter a thousand people, who will be able 
to purchase lam) and become a part of the 
permanent producing population of the 
State. Yesterday 1 interviewed the repre­ 
sentatives of twenty-five families, who in­ 
tend going out to your valley tbis month. 
I go out to northern Illinois to-morrow, to 
meet ten others who have written me for 
infot illation, over in Michigan.

THE HON. E. B. WASHBURNE. 
One meets every kind of people in this 
city, and sometimes a celebrity. At the 
Tremont House is stopping Hon. E. B. 
W ashbumeand family, the geDtleman who 
sited so much luster on America, or the 
United States, as Minister to France during 
the Franco-Prussian war. He is now quite 
old. but is still vigorous. I remember hint 
when I was a boy. He then, in the prime 
of his young manhood, was the Whig can­ 
didate for Congress. in a district supposed 
to be overwhelmingly Democratic. This 
was in 1852, and he 
was elected by 
65 majority over Thompson P. Campbell. 
Then in 1354, when the South attempted to 
carry slavery in Kansas ®nd Nebraska, then 
infant Territories. The popular indignation 
of the people at the attempted outrage 
created the necessitv for a new party, and 
the glorious Republican party was formed. 
We well remember how Washburne with 
fiery eloquence espoused the cause of free­ 
dom, and was carried again into Congress 
by a large majority. And how two years 
after the new party came von,- neat electing 
John C. Fremont President, and Wash­ 
burne was again elected to Congress, and 
again and again. 
He was a man of much 
personal courage. Although only a spec­ 
tator at the first battle of Bull Run, 
when the 
panic struck 
both armies 
simultaneously, and the strange spectacle 
of two armies running away from each 
other was presented to the world, Wash­ 
burn seized a musket and tried to stop the 
panic-stricken Federal soldiers as they 
run pell mell towards Washington. 
As 
Minister to France he protected the Prus­ 
sian subjects of Emperor William, and 
said the a'gis of the American 
Eagle 
should save them from insult and oppres­ 
sion. 
He is a grand old man. as pure and 
simple as a child, but with a strength of 
will and as fiery a spirit us when on the 


field of Bull Run he tried to stay the tor­ 
rent of fleeing, panic-stricken soldiers of 
the Republic he loves so well and has 
served with so much distinction. He re­ 
cently received a severe shock in the sud­ 
den death of his son Gratiot at Louisville, 
and looks worn with grief. Mrs. Wash­ 
burne bears her age with remarkable fresh­ 
ness, and looks not half as old as she is. 
He has two other boys, young men, here 
with him.

CALIFORNIA A OREGON RAILROAD. 


K ap iil P r o g r e s s B e in g M ad e on tlie L in e 
o f C o n stru c tio n . 
Ralls have been laid some distance this 
side of Starveout, and very little grading is 
needed the balance of the distance to 
Shasta river, which will be performed by 
those 
connected with the construction 
trains, following along as the track is put 
down. The grading from Shasta river to 
Klamath river is being hurried along as 
rapidly as possible, as timber, cement and 
other materials are required before any 
progress can be made in buildipg the 
bridges at Shasta river, Willow creek and 
Klamath river. The late rain-storms have 
softened the ground so much as to render 
slow work in grading, especially in the 
adobe region between Willow creek and 
Klamath river. 
We anticipate that work will soon be 
commenced at the Oregon terminus, now 
that the Southern Pacific Company lias se­ 
cured the Oregon road. 
The Oregon road 
was undoubtedly certain of falling into 
the hands of the Southern Pacific .when 
railroad work was resumed above Delta, 
and the incentive for completing the coast 
road between San Francisco and Portland. 
With this road completed, the Southern 
Pacific will be able to deliver freight and 
passengers in Portland at the same rates 
as the Northern Pacific or Canadian Pa­ 
cific, which will eventually cause the 
Northern Pacific to build a coast road down 
to San Francisco on some other route prob- 
ablv, for the purpose of competing with 
the"Southern Pacific in San Francisco, and 
to secure local business on a new route 
where no other line is built. 
By the end of this week it is expected the 
rails will be laid to vicinity of Salt Works, 
and in a short time the Oregon stage will 
be a thing of the past, in coming through 
Yreka. Our mail will be brought here bv 
special conveyance from the railroad. 
Scobie’s train of teams, which returned 
front Willow creek to Edgewood, passed 
through here again for Willow creek last 
Thursday, loaded with tools, tents, China­ 
men and" other apparatus required for the 
railroad work. The teamsters prefer the 
Yreka route owing to the wheels going to 
the hubs in the ground along the railroad 
survey over the red hills. 
A3 soon as construction trains can be 
run closer to this place, we may expect to 
see railroad teams’ hauling cement through 
town for the Klamath river section, to com­ 
mence the masonry work on bridges, in 
order to have a road witli some bottom to 
haul over. 
Three of the four railroad bridges over 
Willow creek will be as large as the bridge 
over Klamath river. The bridge over the 
Klamath will be 550 feet long, and three 
bridges over Willow creek will each be 
about 500 feet in length, more or less. Sco- 
bie will continue getting out stone from 
the quarry, near Mrs. Herr's place, on W il­ 
low creek, until cement can be hauled to 
start the masonry work. 
Twelve more carloads of rails are on the 
way to Edson’s, if not already there, hav­ 
ing passed Los Angeles a few days since. 
Other carloads are to follow immediately, 
all coming by way of the Southern Pacific 
roaii, from the East.— Yreka Journal, Jan- 
uarji 8th.__________

Tlie cut in passenger rates readied $12 
on second-class tickets to ’’ through” East­ 
ern points on Tuesday. These rates were 
exceptional, being made only in a few in­ 
stances.

A letter to friends in San Francisco from 
Philip S. Weittenhiller, Deputy United 
States Marshal at Juneau, Alaska, brings 
the information that P. W. Greany, late of 
this city, was drowned while out hunting 
in Chatham straits. 
It is now regarded as a settled fact in 
California railroad circles that the San 
Francisco and 
North Pacific Railroad 
(Donahue’line) will build a road from Pa­ 
checo, on the main line, connecting with 
Napa via Sonoma. 
James Chenery, about 14 years of agc> 
died on Tuesday from the effect of a gun­ 
shot wound received on Sunday last, at the 
beach, at the hands of a boy named Healey. 
It seems that the two boys were hunting in 
company, and that Healey had the gun at 
his shoulder in the act of tiring when Chen­ 
ery jumped in front of the gun, receiving 
the bullet. 
An appeal has been taken to the United 
States Supreme Court from the decision of 
Judge Sawyer in the Moqueiumne grant 
case. The suit was brought in equity in 
tlie name of the United States by the set­ 
tlers against Kate D. McLaughlin etui., the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company being 
made a defendant.

judgment for the defense.

In November last 
there was a frost here that affected a small 
percentage of the fruit in the low’er por­ 
tions of the settlement, hut on Monday last 
tlie extreme cold was of so short duration 
that in most of the orchards the tender 
shoots grown within the past few weeks 
were not wilted. This cold snap did not do 
one-tenth the damage of tlie November 
frost. During the past few weeks many of 
the crops have been sold on the trees, at 
high figures, being purchased by men who 
understood their business, and these prices 
would not have been paid for damaged 
fruit.
